He antient Laws of this Realm having always had a 
ſpecial regerd urtto the continual ſtudy and care that 
Kings a4d Princes' have in great and mighty Aﬀairs 
of Mat ters of Cammonweal, for the good of their Sub. 
jets, whereby they are oftentimes wearied with the 
zoyl of the ſame, in reſp-& thereof, the ſame Laws have given 
#nt9 them divers Royal Prerogatives of moſt Noble aud Princely 
Pleaſures to recreate themſelves withal, to put away from them the 
remembrance of their labourſome toyl. Amongſt which Preroga- 
tives, the Royal Prerogative of the liberty of a Foreſt 4 mot the 
leaſt : For a Foreſt baths, and hath been always accounted a 
franchiſe of ſach Noble and Princely Pleaſure, that it is not inci- 
dent unto any Subjed of this Realm to have the ſame , but only 
unto the Crown, and Roygl Dignity of a Prince, And therefore 
there bave been always certain particular Laws , differing from 


Foreſt, belonging to the ſame for the continuance of it,. 
Andit doth ſeem that Foreſts bave been of long time, and that 
they are very very antient things, although peradventure, not in 
that nature that they are now uſed here in this Realm of En- 
gland. For it doth appear, that there were Foreſts, yea, even in 
the very time of King David : For be ſaith in his. 50 Plalm theſe King David in - 
words, O Lord, I necd not to offer unto thee burnt Sacriti- is 50 Plalm, 
ces of Beaſts 3 for all the wild Beaſts of the Foreſt are thine, Y**1 
and fo are the Cattel upon a thouſand Hills : Then Ergo, 
there were Foreſts. of wild Beaſts in hi time, And it doth alſo 
appear by ſundry ancient Hiſtories, as in Concordantia Hiltori-. Concordantia 
arum, and others, that Foreſts have been always in this Realm, Hiſtoriarum. 
from the firſt time that. the ſame was inhabited, And alſo you 
may read there,that Gurguntius the ſon of Belyn being a King Gurguntius. 
of this Land, did make certain Foreſts fer his delight and plea- 
urein Wiltſhire ; and ſo have divers otber Kings alſo” ſmce his

time in other places meet for that purpoſe. Which Foreſts the 
Kings and Princes of this Realm have always maintained and 
preſerved( with divers Priviledges and Laws appertaining to 
the ſame ) for places of pleaſure and delight for their Recrea-

And if it happen that any Offenders did enter int thoſe privi- 
ledged places, and that they did any treſpaſs therein, then they 
were puniſhed with very ſharp Laws and puniſhments according - 
touthe Laws that then were in force, which were ſharply execu- 
ted, and which Laws were then altogether uncertain, and the 
Offenders were puniſhed at the Kings will and pleaſure, and not 
by any Law certain : and thoſe Laws aud puniſhments were du- 
ly cxecnted and cimtinued by the Kings of this Realm, 
wntil, That Canutus a Danc came to be King of this Land, 
which was about the year of our Lord 1015. who 
taking as great delight and felicity in Forcſis as other No- 
ble Prir:ces of this Realm had done betore his time 3 He for - 
the b=ttcr preſervation and m3intaining of thoſe priviledg- 
ed Places of pleaſure, did- eſtabliſh certain Laws and Ca- 
nons, only concerning Foreſts, which Laws I have here pla- 
ced firſt of all in this Book 3 for' although that they have 
been raked up a long time in the Embers of Oblivion, yet 
they are worthy to be remembred again. And becauſe that 
they are the moſt ancientcft Laws that Ican find concerning Fo- 
reſts, therefore T bave placed them firſt of all before any others, 
to the end that thoſe that ſhall read this Book, may both ſee aud 
know what Laws there were in the beginniug concerning Fo- 
reſts, and how they have altered and changed from time to time, 
and to that end T have here ſet down all the Statutes concerning 
Foreſts, that bave been made fince the time of the making of the 
ſaid Laws, becauſe that it may thereby appear the more plainly 
bow any one of them have abrogated another, or any part there. 
of, by reaſon whereof that which is Law and in force at this Day, 
may the more eaſier be diſcerned aud known. | 
It appeareth by the Laws of Canutus the Dane King, in his 
Canon the 3o. That before his time, all wild Beaſts and 
Birds were only the Kings, and that noother Perſon might 
kilLpr hurt them. For the King by bis Royal Prerogativc, bis 
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he - right andpriviledge was ſuch in England, that all ſuch things 
d that none of his Subj«&s could challenge any property in, they 
to were then ſaid 20 be the Kings: as wild Beaſts, Birds, and ſuch 
hs like, in whoſe Lands or Woods ſocver they were found. 
Wherefore the ſame King made this Law, Volo ut omnis liber

Laws of the Foreſt afterwards did more and more increaſe, and 


ſo did continue during all the life of the ſaid King Henry the 


firſt. And after his deceaſe, King Stephen by bu Charter did 
confirm all the ſaid Priviledges, Laws and Cuſtoms made 
and granted by Saint Edward the Confeflor, and alſo by 
King Henry the Firſt, his Vnkle, as it appeareth in the Book, 
of the ſaid Laws : All which ſaid Laws and Cuſtoms the ſaid 
King Stephen did continue all bis life, And after his deceaſe 
King Henry the ſecond, ſucceeding him as next King of this 
Realm, by his general Charter did confirm the ſaid Laws of the 
Foreſt in moſt things, and principally concerning the begiuning of 
Charta de Foreſta, For tn the firſt Book of bis Laws, made in 
the 19 Tear of his Reign, Chap. 16, be rehearſeth and declareth 
the Law of the Foreſt, and the very nature of that, and doth 
farther ſhew there, how that the Laws of the Foreſt do vary and 
differ from the Common Law of this Realm ,, as it doth appear 
in the ſaid Red Book in the Exchequer, in theſe words, Sand 
Foreſtarum Lex, ratio, pena quoque velabſolutio delin. 
gquentium, five pecttniaria fuerit five corporalis, ſeorfum 
ab allis Regni Judiciis ſecernunt* & ſolius Regis arbitrio, ſeu 
cujuſlibet tamiliaris ad hec ſpecialiter deputati ſubjicitur 3 
Legibus quidem propriis ſubliſtit,quz non Jure communi ſed 
vdluntaria Principum Inſtitutione ſubnix# eſſe debent, adeo 
ut. per Legem -cjus fatum fuerit non Juſtum abſolutz, ſed 
Juſtum ſecundum Legem Foreſtz dicatur, quia in Foreftis 
penetralia Regum ſunt & corum maxime deliciz, ad has 
quidem venandi cauſa Curis quandoque accedunt, ut modi- 
ca quiete recreentur. And ma: in the twelfth Chapter 
of the ſame Book, there doth follow another Sentence concern- 
the Laws of the Foreſt, in theſe words, In ſingulis Comitati- 
bus Foreſta Regis non eſt, ſed in nemoroſis, ubi ferarum 1a- 
tibula ſunt & uberior paſturaz Nec intereſt cujus ſunt ne- 
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mora ſive enim Regis, five Regni Procerum,liberos tamen & 
indemnes habeant tera circtq; diſcurſus,So that by theſeTexts 
before rehearſed, it dotb appear how the Laws of the Foreſts were 
taken and.uſed in times paſt, and by theſe words , Nec intereit 
cujus ſunt nemora, &c. Tt is plainly ſhewed that the King 
then might, and yet may alſo mak a Foreſt in every place where 
be pleaſeth, as well in the Lapds and Inheritance of any of bis 
Subjefs, as in his own Demeaſne Lands and Inheritance, which 
was agreat loſs and hinderance to thiſe that were owners of 
thoſe Lands that were ſo afforeſted, For after the ſame was ſo 
afforeſted, their profits and Paſtu"es of tbeir Lands was devour- 
ed by the wild Beaſts of the King without any recompence for 
the ſame to be made unto them. And this law of afforeſting of the 
lands and Inheritances of other men did then daily ſo increaſs, 
that the ſame was thought a very extreme heavy burthen, as well 
unto Nuble-men and Gentlemen, as alſo unto the poor Commonal- 
ty of this Realm to bear , for that they might not incloſe their 
land, nor improve the ſame to their bt profit. that was ſo affu- 
refted by the King, but they were forced to ſuffer their ſaid lads 
ſo afforeſted to lie open and not incloſed : And if any of them did 
chance to offend againſt the Aſſizes or Laws of the Foreſt, the 
puniſhment was ſometimes very great for a ſmall offence ; and the 
forfeiture for the ſame, according to the will and pleaſure of the 
King, and not according to the quantity of the Treſpaſs, nor yet 
according to the courſe of the Commyn Law of this Realm. And 
this Law did continue” during the life of King Henry the Se- 
cond, And after his deceaſe, the ſame continued likewiſe during 


_ the Reign of King Richard the Firſt, And then after bis de- 
ceaſe, likewiſe during the Reign of King John. And every one Richard the 


of the ſaid Kings did daily encrexſe and make more new Foreſts, 
and more in the Lands of their Subjefs, to thergreat hinderance 
and impoveriſhing of their Subj* is, 


And this miſchief was not at all remedied, until the makeng 
of the Charter of the Liberties of the Foreſt, which was made by 


King Henry the Third : And afterwards the ſame Charter was Henry the 


confirmed and enlarged by King Edward the Firſt his Sox : 


which Charter was. made for the pacifying of the — Firſt,

therefore the ſame Charter, called Charta de Forcſta, even in the 
very firit Article of the ſame, did provide a remedy in that bebalf 
intheſe words, Omnes Foreſtz, quas Henricus avus noſter af- 
fore(tavit, videantur per bonos & legales humines, & fi bof- 

cum aliquem aliam quam ſuum dowinicum atlorcſtaverit, ad 

-damnum ilius cus boſcus alle fucrit, tiatina death rcften- 
tur, &c, By which Branch of tbe ſaid C barter, you da ſee that 

all For«fts th.t King Henry the Third bad made of the Lands 

of any of bis Subjedts, which were net the Kings own demeaſn 

Lands, are here appointed to be diſafforeſted again, 

And again, in the third Article of the ſaid Charter .of the 
Foreſt, there i the very like remedy and proviſion : That all ſuch 
Foreſts which King Richard the Firtt, and alſo King Fohn 
had afforeſicd and made of the Lands or Woods of any of 
his Subjects, being not the derheaſn Lands of the Crown, 
that then all thoſe Lands and Woods ſhould be diſafforcſted 
again ; For theſe three Kings, that is to ſay, King Richard the 
Firſt, King Foh#, and King Hexry the Second, had then new- 
ly afferceſted ſo much of the Lands of their Subjects, that the 
greateſt part of this Realm was then become Forclt. 

And becauſe the miſchief. inconveniences, and burthens that 
were then laid upon the Commonalty of this Realm, were ery 


areat and heavy, by the means of the Laws of the Foreſt tht refore 
the faid Charter of the Liberties of the Foreſt hath now moderated 
te extremene(s of thoſe L aws in a more mild order. as yout may 
reg PCOTUVEC by the ſame, ; : | 
For hethat doth attenticely read and examine the whole Char- 
ter of the Foreſt, and every Article therein, may thereby partly 
perceive how hard and ſharp the Laws of the Foreſt were in times 
paſt, before the granting of the ſame (harter : And alſ5 what 
zaconveniences the Tuhabitauts in Foreſts did then indure and 
ſuffer, by reaſon of the Foreſt Laws : All which are now provi- 
ded for, and in a meaſurable manner remedied, as you may per- 
cexve by the examination of every Article of the ſaid Charter, 
And whereas the ſame Charter did allow or ſuffer any thing that 
bath ſince that time been thought to be ever-heard or ſharp, the

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ſame hath ſince again been m14erated , ar you may hereby pcrceive 
by th. ſe Statutes that bave been made ſince that time : So gracious 
an4 merciful bave the N:ble Princes of this Realm been towards 
their Irving Suljeds : So that.now at this day, although that 
Laws of. the Fort are if themſelves very mild,gentle and merciful 
Laws towards the Subje(t of ths Realm,over that they have been 
in times paſt : Tet notwithſtanding, we do at this preſent live un- 
der the Guverament of ſo graci-us and merciful a Bucen, that her 
Clemency in the execution of thoſe Laws is much more greater 
than the Favour and Clemency of the Laws themſelves, Whoſe 
long, life, proſperous Reign, and moſt happy Days, G OD of his 


merciful Goodneſs grant long to continue, to the great comfort of 


all good C brijtian Subjects, Amen.

” A ignorant («Gentle Reader ) how dangerous a 
thing it is, to range in ſo large a field, as I have here 
undertaken, (which is, to write of the Laws of the Fo- 
reſt, being ſo learned a Subject) contidering how ma- 


ny ſundry Learned Men may be able to controul me,and alfo 


how many excellent Wits are able far to ſurpaſs me, But ſee- 
ing that the beſt able do feem to be filent in this ſo neceſſary 
a matter, give me leave, I pray you, as one that worſt may, 
to hold the Candle, and to begin che firit enterprize herein : 
to the end, that ſome other ot greater Judgment and Learn- 
ing may inlarge and amend that which I have begun : -for 
many will be willinger to amend a thing begun by ano- 
ther, than to begin the ſame themſelves. The Reaſons that 
moved me to undertake this Buſineſs are theſe : Firſt, the 
neceſſary uſe and common good that'may ariſe and grow 
to all in general, by the publiſhing of this Treatiſe, in ma- 
king the Foreſt-Laws more certainly known than they were 
befores ſeeing that ſo few do know thoſe Laws, and yetſo 
many do fall into the danger thereof. Secondly, for that 1 
do ſee by experience, that the Foxeſt-Laws are grown clean 
out of knowledge in moſt places in this Land, partly for 
want of uſe , and partly by reaſon that there is very lit- 
tle or nothing extant of it inany Treatiſe by it ſelf, but lying 
ſcattered here and there in the Reports and Terms of the 
Common Law; and in ſome other ancient Records ' remain- 
ing in ſundry places, not readily to be come by : by reaſon 
whereof, great injuries and wrongs have enſued to many 
and for want ofthe knowledge of theſe Laws, many fond 
Opinions of unlearned men, meer Vanities and Concelts, 
are taken and holden for Law. which are neither Law nor 
Reaſon ; Wherefore , as well to revive in memory theſe

unlearned men do hold, 1 held it requiſite to write this *

cd, ſhall be thought both ncedful *nd very convenient, And 
in writing of this Treatiſe, leſt by following of mine own 
Opinion and Conceir, I might thereby the rather err and 
be deceived; I have fet down nothing: for the which I 
have not called to warranty ſome one Author or other, and 
that not of the unlearned ſort, but even of the beft and 
Learnedſt Writers, approving every Argument by ſome 
lawful Authority, as you may fee by the marginal Notes 
therein, and that not by mine own weak Opinion, but by 
the Judgment of Grave and LearnedMen, whoſe good help 
and adviſe I have had in the peruſing of this Preatiſe 3 be- 
ſides, the approbation and allowance of the ſame by ſome 
of the molt Reverend and Learned Judges of the Com . 
mon Laws,

with ſubtile traps and engins to betray it, that thep 
may p2ep upon it in the end. We read in Geneſis that 
Nemroth was the firſt that got unto bimſelf a King- 
dom,and yet be is not there called a King,but a ſtout and 
a mighty Yunter befoze the Lozd5 foz as a holy Father,' 
w2iting-upon the ſame place,ſatth;Quia,ut venator feras 
libertate fruentes, ipſe homines ſibi compeſcuit obedire, 
that is to ſay, Foz like as a Puinter ſubdueth wild beaſts 
libing at their own liberty, and by continuall purſy- 
ing of them, doth make them to pield to obey him: eben 
fo did Nemroth, by continual purſuing of men that 1t- 
bed after their own wills and pleaſures, make them to 
pield obedience unto him,and fo to libe-in obedtence and 
aw of the Law. And agatrn in the ſixteenth Chapter of 
the Pzophet Jeremiah, mhere the P:ophet thzeatneth

:King : ſo that by the new affozeftattions of. thefe thze

was become Fozeſt, to the great grief and ſozrow of 
. all the beſt ſozt of the Inhabitants ofthis land: foz , 
by reaſon that the boundage of the Fozeſt was then fo 
: great, and the:Laws ſo ſharp and cruel. it wag almoſt 
tmpoſſible foz any man that was dwelling oz a- 
biding within the limits and bounds of the Fozeſt , 
to live without the danger thereof.

a firm place, o2 babe ufed to babe a peace, upon pain 
of one years impzifonment, and to make his fine and 


ranfome at the Kings wil and pleaſure 5 and likewiſe 


that no man {hall, upon the ſame pain, make any foze- 
ſtalling fo2 His wild beaſts, either with dead hay oz 
quickbay, between the Kings Fozeſts aud the woods 
o2 other places by him oz his p:ogenitozs difaffoze- 
ſed: WBpythis it doth not only appear that all man- 
ner of fozeſtalling with Dogs, oz any other Engine, 
is utterly fozbidden to be uſed in the pourallees, bur 
alſo in what ſozt the ſame is to be puniſhed, if any ſuch 
thing be donezand therefoze eberp pourallee man,oz pou- 
rallee hunter, muft know this, that althcugh be do find 
the wild beaſts ofthe Kings Fozeſt in his own pourallee, 
and in reſpec-thereof he hath p2operty in them, Ratione 
Gli,againft eberp man ſabing againſt the King onlp:yet 
be hath but a condittonal pzoperty in them, that is to 
ſap, if he can flea tfem with bis dogs in chaſ-, without 
any manner of fozeſtalling, befoze that thep do recobcr 
the Fozeſt again,then ſuch wild beaſts are abſolutely the 
owners of fuch dogs : but if ſuch wild beaſts do once 
recover the Fozeſt again, although that they be Nifi in- 
fra filum foreſt, hut wit! in the liſt o2 the bzinke of the 
Fozeſft, beloze thaf the dogs do faſten upon them, then 
they are abfolutefp the Kings wild beaſts again, oz the 
owners of the Fozeſt- But if anp Pourallee man do 
firſt make his chafe in bis ewn Pourallee ag be ougbt 
todo, he may ſtill purſue and follow bis chaſe thozow 
every other mans free fand Within the —_— 
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fo that he do not enter into the Kings Fozeſt, unleſs 
it be in ſome caſes, as bereafrer in the twelf'h diviſion 
of this chapter moze at large ſþall be declared. And every 
Pourallee man muſt bunt bis own Pourallee himſelf, 
and with no other company,but his otbn ſervants: net- 
ther inap any Pourallee man appoint any other to hunt 
bis Pourallee foz him by his commandment, but onlp 
bimſelf with bis own hou''old ſervants, when that 
be is p:eſent,and not otherwiſe ; foz the authozity that 
a Pourallee man hath to hunt in bis own Pourallee, is 
but a Conditional licenſe of pzofit, which is ſtrict, and 
cannot be ſet ober to any other, as ft doth appear in 


Afhtons caſe in 18.Ed.q.where it is holden that it a wan Mich. 


do gibe me a licenſe tro hunt and kill one Buck, i a 
certain place, and that to diſpoſe, mp ferbant cannot 
juſtifie to do that by my commandment, foz that it* 
cenſe goeth ſtrictly to him to whom it is atben, and to 
no other. And furthermoze,no Pourallee man may hunt 
02 kill anp unfeaſonable deer, although that the ſame be 
found fn their own Pourallee, foz thar were a double of- 
fence and treſpaſs to the Fozeſt, to ſpcf! a wild beaſt 


that is good foz nothing when that the ſane is lain 5 


and ſuch wild beaſts, when that thep are out of ſecfon., 
A able to make courſe, noz otherfoiſe to 
ſhift fo2 themfetves by flight. 

And if any Pourallee man with his dogs do chafe 
the wild beaſts of the Fozeſt in bis own Pourallee, and 
his dogs do ſtill purſue their chaſe towards the Fozeſt, 
befoze that thep do enter into the Fozeſt, he muſt re- 
peal and call back again his dogs 5 fo2 otherwiſe, if that 
thep do chance to ſſea the ſame wild beaſt, oz avy other 
in the Fozeſt, then the owner of fuch dogs ſhall be 
accounted a Treſpaſſoz in that killing within the Fc- 
reſt, Tanquam de manupaſto 5 as it doth appear in 43. 
ofEd.z, where it is holden, that if ſuch a hunter do re» 
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pell and-call back again his dogs, befoze that they do 
enter into the Fozeſt, that pet in that Caſe, although 
that thep do chance to kill a wild beaſt in the Fozeſt, 
the owner of ſuch dogs ſþall be excufed of that treſpaſs, 
ſo that he himſelf do not enter into the Fozeſt,no2 med- 
dle with the wild beaſts fo killed :- and. therefo;e to the 
end that a pourallee man may the better remember 
btefly in what ſozt be may hunt in the pourallee,Jet him 
learn theſe fix Leſſons: 
I, That he do begin bis chaſe in his own pou- 
rallee. 
2. That he do not fozeſtall noz kill the wild beaſts 
with anp Engine. 
3. That befoze his dogs do enter in the Fozeſi,he 
do repell and cal! them back again-

firſt, and that the deer do dzaw the dogs into 
the Fozeſt, and then kill the ſame. 
5+ That be do hunt wit; no moze. company but 
bis own ſervants.

A Lthough that a pourallee man may hunt and cafe 
L£ A. in the pourallee, as befoze hatb been declared. pet 
it 18 to be underſtood that ſuch hunting and chafing 1s 
tobe uſed but at certain times, andnot always, noz ge- 
nerallp at all times: And therefoze pourallee men muſt 
know this, that they may not bunt noz chaſe in their 
own pourallees, at all times, noz in what manner they 
themſelves will 3 foz then the pourallecs would in very 
tozt time deſtroy the Fozeſts,and that may not be _ 
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ed: wherefoze the antient uſage and policy of the Fozeſt 
Laws have always p:obibited pourallee men to hunt oz 
chaſe'in their oton pourallees,contrary to any of theſe ten 
pzecepts, which hereafter do follow, viz. 

A pourallee man map not hunt, 

I, J1 the night, foz that is inhibited by the Aſſiſes 
of Woodſtock, in the 13. Articte. 

2, Dn the Sunday, foz that day 1s appotnted fo? the 
ſervice of God only, and not foz ſich paſtimes. 

3- In the fence moneth, foz the diſquieting of the 
deer that are great with fawn. 

4. Any oftener than thz& days in one week, leſt 
their often hunting may cauſe the diſquiet ot the 
wild beaſts in the Fozeft. 

5, With any moze company than his othn ſertants, 
becauſe brs tntereſt of hunting is but a conditional 
licenie cf yzofit rhar goeth ſtridlpto Him to whom 
the ſame is given, and not to any other. 

6. Within foztydays next aſter the Kings general 
bunting 11 the Fozeſt,becouſe then the wrld beaſts 
are feared outof the Fozeſt, and do not go out of 
themſelves. 

7. Within foztp days next befoze i5e Kings general 
bunting pzoclaimed, becauſe thei the wild beaſls 
muſt not be diſquieted, to the end thar the King: 
nap habe the fill bie th of them. 

$, When that the Fozefter 1s ierving of anp war- 
rant neer unto the bo2ders cf the Pourallees,habing 
nottce thereof, foz hindzang him tieremn-» ; 

9. With any'manner of fozeſtaliing,oz other Engine, 
to take the deer wftha!!, nettber With gun, nop 
croſg-bow, but onlp by chafing with his dogs, ſoz 
that 1g pzohibited by the Aſſiſes of Weodſteck, 
artlc. I oN 

10, Any unſeaſonable dier,altHhough that rhep do firid 
| ther 
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them in their pourallees,becauſe that then they are 

little wozth,and not able to runzand theretoze fozs 
bidden by the Laws of the Fozeſt to be killed. 

The pourallee men wult remember what MW. Bracton 

faith, viz. utere tuo, ut alienum non Izdas, that ts to ſap, 

eberp man muſt ufe that which is his own, ſo that be do 

not hurt, noz harm any other man thereby. And in 1tke 


manner, tt may be ſat to the pourallee men, that they 


muſt uſe their pleaſure of bunting and chaſing in their 
pourallees, fo that they do not thereby diſturb the wild 
beaſts of tbe Kings Fozeſt that are within the regard'vf 


the Fozelt, of their firm peace 3 foz ifany common perſon 


bad a Fozeſt, oz a chaſe of his own,be weuld hardlp ſuf- 


fer oz indure any other man to bunt oz chaſe any wild 


beaſts ſo ner unto bis Fozeſt oz Chaſe, tbat by ſuch bun- 
ting and chaling bis Fozeſt oz Chaſe might become de- 
froyedzErgo much lefs the King,whoſe cnlp pzercgative 
it is to have ſuch Fezeſts of wild beaſts foz his delight q 
pleaſure:and therefoze,as M.Pollard fatth,in 12.0f H. 5, 
Hoc facias alteri,quod tibi vis fieri,that is,Let every men 
ds unto another as he would be done unto bimſelf 5 and 
ſo let ebery man that is a pourallee man, hunt the wild 
beaſts of the Kings Fozeſt,being in their pourallee, ſo, 
as they would be contented to have their wild beaſts 
if they were owners of Fozeſts themſelves. 

And ſurelp at this time tt tg a thing lamentable to be- 
told and ſ&, what ſtately and pzincely Fozeſts (that in 
the times paſt were accounted oznaments unto a Kinv- 
dom) are now clean deſtroyed #nd ſpoiled:partiy,becauſe 
that the true meets and bounds of the Fozeſt are not 
known unto the cfficers of the Fozeſt, and to otbers,as 
they ought tobe, by reaſon whereof thar which 1s Fo- 
reſt is taken and uſed, o2 rather abuſed, fo pourallee : 
a'ld partly, becauſe that the abuſes and daily ovutrages 


th:t are committed in the pourallees are ſuffered to 


contt- 
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- continue without any puniſhment, relraint, oz gain- 
ſaping : foz the pourallee men that tn ſome ſozt may 
bunt and chaſe in their own pourallees, are ſuffered to 
uſe the fame in what fozt they will themſelves, and by 
colour of their pourallee hunting they uſed continually 
to purſue their chaſe into the Fozeſtz and then the ſame 
der, o2 any other d#r that their dogs do kill, thep do 
carry away With them out of the Fozeft, clean con- 
trarp to the Laws of the Fozelt, And this is not onlp 
the uſe and cuſtom of thoſe that are pourallee men, and 
toat by the Laws may hunt in ſome ſozt: but alſo everp 
Londoner,and other ſtrangers that have no lands with - 
in the pourallees, will do the like, whicy is clean con- 
trarp to the Laws of theFozeſt53nd the ſuffering of theſe 
things doth clean deſtrop att the Fozeſt where anp pou- 
rallee tis. Paw lamentable a thing is it to ſi two great 
huge ſtags in one mozning to be hunted out of the pou- 
rallees into the beart of the Fozeſt,and there killedſpoi* 
led and carried away by mean men of'no accompt, with» 
out any puniſhment foz the fame, and even when thoſe 
wild beaſts were unſeafonable , and nought wozth 3 
whereas if thep had been futfercd to libe untill the 
time of their ſeafon, thep had been meet to have 
ſhewed a Pzrince paſtime, and alſo mear foz a Pzinces 
diilzand this hath not been done once oz twice,but often 
and many times : Yea the kike facts in effect are almoft 
uſual and common3foz it ſeemeth the pourallee men with 
tbeir adherents have conſented together to deſtrop the 
Fozeſt by colour of pourallee hunting, which they habe 
almoſt bzought to paſſe in the Fozeſt of Waltham 5 oz at 
the leaſtwiſe,thep well do in ſhozt time, ff their bunting 
be ſuffered, as it is now uſed. 

But now, to return to my fozter purpoſe againe, 
which is, wben and how often pourallee men may hunt 
in the pourallee,and when they may not. It is to be un- 


derſtood, . 
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derſtood, Firſt, that no manner of perſon may bunt in 


the pourallces in the night, that ts to ſap, aiter the ſet- 
ting of the Sun, until the riſing of the ſame 5 foz by the 
Laws of this Realm,in many caſes,it 1s accounted foz a 


day from the rifing of the Sun until the going down of 


the ſamezand likewiſe foz a night fron) the ſetting of the 
Sim until the riſing of the ſame 5 and ſuch a day ts cal- 
led Dies Solaris, that is to ſay, a dap that is accounted 
by the Sun 5 and the reafon why it is not ſufferable 
fo2 any perſon, either pourallee man,oz other to hunt in 
the pourallees in the night, is, becauſe that the Kings 
wild beaſts may not be troubled noz diſquieted of their 
quiet feeding and reſt in the Fozeſt:foz it is not poſſible 
foz any man to hunt in the pourallees in the night, but 
tbat the ſame will be Ad terrorem ferarum quz ſunt infra 
Foreſtam : Foz although that perhaps their dogs ds 
not follow the wild beaſts out of the pourallees into the 
Fozeſt in their chaſe afrer them, yet the noiſe of their 
running together, and the gaſing of thofe Deer that 
are ſcared and ſcattered out of the pourallees inte the 
Fozeſt, will diſturb the quiet of thoſe wild beaſts which 
are within the Fozeſt : Foz the nature of the wild 
beaſtgof the Fozeſt is to ſeek their food in the night 
time, when every body is quiet and at reſt: Foz then 
they ſee no bodþ ſtirre up and down to trouble noz 
tear them , and all the day time they keep the Co- 
berts being terrified with the noiſe and ſtirring of 
men, ſo that then they cannot feed quietlp > and 
therefoze hunting in the pourallees, oz in any other ple 
ces in the night, is i1ibibited by the ozdinanceg of Henry 
the Second, called the Afſiſes of Woodſtock, in tte 13, 
Article. 

Secondly, it 1s not lawful foz any man to Punt in 
the pourallees on the Sundap, fo? that day is appointed 
fo2 the ſerbice of Aimightp God, and by his Laws and 
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appointment, that-day'is-to:be kept holy, and not-fo be 


p2opbaned> foz.on'that day all:pzofitable buſineſs 1s foz- 
bidden tobe: uſed, although that : the:ſatme tend-to: the 


fng and ſuch like 5 and foz that caufe,the Laws' of this 
Realm do not accompt Sunday to be Dies juridicus, that 
ts to ſay, tobe-any da? in any Ceurt cf Weſtminſter, 
v2 elſewhere. | | | 
.. Thirdly, nv man may bunt in the pourallees in the 
Fence-moneth,oz 8 it is called,in the defence maoneth, 
which moneth doth always begin15. days befoze M/d- 
fomer, and doth end fifteen days after Midfomer, which 
moneth 1s the tine of Fawning 5 foz then the Fawt s 
are berp young,and not able to rui»02 to-make any other 
ſþift,v2 elſe the Dees are then great bellted,fo that thep 
are not able to run. And if anp pourallee hunter ſhould 
then chaſe in the pourallee, . and his dogges ſþould fol- 
low the-Deer into the Fozeſt,no doubt but that the ſame 
dogges wauld either -deftrop tbe Does being great with 
poung; 02 the Fawns-being then bery young, and nei- 
ther of them both able to run, o2:elſe the courſing a = 
monglt them then would be Ad magni terrare ferarum; 
and fo2 that cauſe the Fence-month tis called Menfis ve- 
titus, that4s to ſay,the fozbidden month,fo2 that the laws 
of the Fozelt doth altogether fozbid any bunting at all 
tn that month,either in the Fozeſt,oz in the pourallee. : 
Fourtbly, it is not lawſul ſoz any pourallee man to 
bunt i bis own lands within the pourallee everp 
day , noz any oftner then, thzee 'idayes in-gne week > 
whereof the Sunday muſt not be any; and the reaſon ts;

Fiftly, it is not lawful foz anp pourallee man to hunt 
in the pourallees with any otter company then with hig 
own ſervants, becauſe that the Laws of the Fozeſt do 
not allow of multitudes of people to aſſemble them- 
ſelves together onlp to Punt 5 foz that is Ad terrorem, 
ferarum domini Regis, quz ſunt infra metas Foreſte , but 
pert ebery pourallee man that map bp tbe Law juſtifie to 
Punt in his own pourallees fox himſelf, he map alſo 
jultifie fo? his own ſervants to hunt with him : Foz to 
Punt and kill Deer in bis own pourallee, is a thing of 
P2ofit and ol pleaſure alfo : And tit is held foz a learning 
in the Laws of this Realm, that be tbat hath a licence 
92 ant intereſt of pzofit , he may juſtifie foz himſelf and 
foz his ſerbants alſo 5 But he that hath-but a licence oz 
imtereſt of pleaſure onlp , he cannot juſtifie foz bis ſer- 
bant, but only foz himſelf; as it doth appear in 13. H. 7. 
note the difference : ut pet he that may juſtifie to 
H. 7.fol, 13, Punt with his ſervants , be cannot juſtifie to Punt 
, Plas 2, with everp other perſon. 

Sixtly, no manner of perfon may Punt witbin the 
pourallees of the Fozeſt within fozty days next after 
the King hath made any general hunting tin any Fozeſi 
adjoyning to ſuch pourallees , becauſe in this caſe the 
wild beaſts of the fozeſt do not come into the pourallees 
of their own fre will,bur becaufe they are fozced there- 
unto with ſtrong hand,and with the noiſe of blowing 
of hozns ,- and with a multitude of people 5 fo that foz 

tear of being (lain they are dziben fo flie into the pou- 

rallees foe their ſuccour and refuge. And therefoze the 

Laws of the Fozeff do give unto all thoſe wild _—_ 
ic 
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which in fuch fot are fozced to flie into the pourallees 
foz refuge , a firm peace and fre p2otecion to remain 
there,during the ſpace of fozty days,without any hunt- 
ing, chaſing, ez other barm : in which time the Law 
intendeth that either thoſe wild beaſts will return to 
tbe ſozeft again of themſelves , oz clſe rhat ibe RKaun-« 
gers will rechaſe them into the fozeft again with their 
Pounds 5 and therefoze thep have that time ofliberty 
given by the Laws of the fozeſt : And therefore tn eve- 
ry Charter and Gzant of the poucal'ces, that the Kitg

Seventhtp, ft is not lawful foz any pourallee man to 
bunt in the pourallees that are bozdering upon any fo- 
reſt in which the King doth mind to make any ge- 
neral hunting after Pzoclamation hath been thereof 
made, by the ſpace of fozty days 3 foz, after ſuch P2o- 
clamation made no man ſþall hunt within feben miles

then their fleſh is not good no2 wholeſome, and befides 
that, they are ſo pcz, that they cannot rim-no2 make 
any flight from a Dog , whereby to eſcape into the Fo* 
reſt again : and therefoze the Laws of the Fozeſt, re- 
garding therr pooz and unable eſtate, do altogether p20- 
Hibit the killing , chafing, oz hunting of them in the 
Pourallees, oz elſewhere, during the time- of their on- 
ſeafonableneſs.

Hen. th8 Third, and the granting of Charta-de Foreſta, 
that all 'fhe newv affozeſtations that were made by King 
Hen.the Second;King Richard the Firft,and King Job. 
were difaffozeſted by the perambulations, pet by reaſon 


of the oreat plenty and ftoze of wild beafts both of bene- 


rp tindchaſe,that then were in every Fozeſt within this 
Uealin, which had ufed and accuſtomed of tong time to 
babe their haunt and later in thoſe places newly diſaffo- 
reſted, it was a thing almoſt jmpeſſible altogether to re- 
rain them thereof wherefoze there were then certain 
Dfricers, called Rangers, dppointed to attend and lock 
untq all thoſe places newly difaffozeſted (which,becauſe

2 That'though the Werderozs be Judges of the 
Swantmote, and the Stewardbut a Miniſter, yet the 
Pzefentment in that Court is aſwell by them, as Uer- 
derozs9 as by Fozeſters, oz Repers, Regarders, and 
Agilters, by theLaw of the Fozeft.

3 That a Fozeſter oz Keeper may arreſt any man

affozefted and within the bounds and limits of the Fo- 
reſt,as well thoſe that are not the Kings cn woodszag 
thoſe that are the Kings own woods.

where all the Officers of the Fozeſt- ought to aſſenible

all ſuch matters as ſþall be delivered them in charge,as
